This  sample  of  water  contains  a considerable  amount  of 
free  am  onia,  the  oxygen  absorbed  figure  e.lso  is  high.  Both 
these  constituents  might  oe  indicative  os  some  slight  contamin- 
ation and  without  a bacteriological  examination  it  is  not  possible 
to  report  definitely  as  to  its  suitability  for  drinking  without 
chlorination. 

The  water  has  excess  alkalinity  to  the  extent  of  2.3 
parts  per  100,000  of  sodium  carbonate,  which  is  not  at  all  detri- 
mental to  health,  and  on  microscopical  examination  it  is  seen  to 
contain  a fair  amount  of  sediment,  mostly  ferric  oxide,  and  no 
life  is  visible.

As  in  the  case  of  the  hazon  Lea  Spring,  this  water 
contains  a considerable  amount  of  free  ammonia,  but  this  is  often 
characteristic  of  a borehole  water,  even  when  pure;  the  oxygen 
absorbed  figure  is  also  high. 

Manganese  is  present,  but  the  amount  is  so  small  that 
in  all  probability  no  trouble  would  oe  caused  by  black  deposits 
in  mains  or  staining  of  fabrics.  Microscopically,  a fairly 
lar^e  amount  of  iron  oxide  is  seen  to  be  present. 

Bacteriological  Examinations 

Twenty-seven  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water 
have  been  made  throughout  the  year,  and  all  were  satisfactory.

The  water  is  sold  to  the  Harbour  Com- 
missioners, who  are  responsible  for  supplying  the  ships.  Supply 
is  carried  out  by  means  of  hydrants  and  hosepipes,  the  hosepipes 
being  kept  in  the  stores  belong  to  the  Harbour  Commissioners,  and 
flushed  before  being  used.  There  are  no  water  boats.

Port  Health  regulations,  1935  and  1945 


The  Harbour  Master  deals  with  declarations  of  health, 
which  arc  received  and  dealt  with  in  the  Council  Offices. 

Should  any  infectious  disease  exist  on  board,  the  ship 
is  moored  to  the  West  jetty,  and  quarantined  until  the  approp- 
riate steps  are  taken. 

hospital  Accommodation 

Hospital  accommodation  for  Plague,  Cholera,  Yellow 
Fever,  Smallpox  and  other  infectious  diseases  is  available  by 
arrangement  with  the  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  supervision  of 
contacts  is  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Council  own  a Mortuary  which  would  be  utilised  in 
making  arrangements  for  the  interment  of  the  cead.

Vvire  hawsers  are  generally  us  jd  for  the  mooring  of 
vessels;  where  manilla  ropes  are  used,  rat  guards  are  utilised. 

Rat  Proofing 

The  buildings  attached  to  the  Port  are  principally 
comprised  of  coal  staithes  and  small  engineering  stores,  the 
latter  being  rat  proof.
